That objective apparently un- 
derlay the violence that has rock- 
ed Northern Ireland for the last 
four days and spread last night to 
London, where Britain’s first 
bomb explosion in a month dam- 
aged a pumping station and 
slightly Injured four persons. 

The IRA sources also said that 
the renewed spate of violence was 
meant to show Britain’s Northern 
Ireland Secretary Meriyn Rees 
that the rebel organization was 
negotiating from a position of 
strength. 

This objective had been at- 
tained, the sources said. 

An official announcement on 
the resumption of the truce— 
—which the IRA brought to an 
end Jan. 16— would be made in 
Dublin, where tbe IRA's Army 
Council has been meeting in 
secret session, the sources said. 

On Dec. 22. the Provisionals 
declared a cease-fire in the five- 
year war they have been waging 
to drive the British out of 
Northern Ireland. But they 
called it off with accusations that 
neither the British nor Irish gov- 
ernments were cooperating in the 
drive for peace. 

Since then, four more persons 
have died In sectarian violence in 
the province, bringing the death 
toll since August, 1969, to 1447. 

Car Hijacked 

The British Army said that a 
car was hijacked in the Irish 
Republic last night by masked 
gunmen who placed a bomb in 
tbe vehicle and told the driver 
to go to a checkpoint just across 
the border in Northern Ireland. 

The driver fallowed instructions 
and left the car outside a border 
past near Newiy, 50 miles south 
of Belfast. He then alerted sol- 
diem and the area was evacuated. 
The bomb exploded and no one 
was injured.

Japan’s Premier Initiates 
Stronger Pro-Arab Policy

TOKYO. Jan. 24 (NYT). — 
Premier Take© Min disclosed a 
stronger pro- Arab Middle Eastern 
policy -for . his ' nation today, re- 
flecting Ids . government's . anxi- 
eties over oil prices and supplies. 

Mr. M1M, in a major address to 
parliament, . called on Israel to 
withdraw from Arab territory oc- 
cupied by war, urged a recogni- 
tion of the “just rights of the 
Palestinians”' and a ^solution to 
the Jerusalem problem.” 

But the Premier also specifi- 
cally endorsed Israel's right to 
exist and. appealed to Arab oil 
producers to realize that the qua- 
drupled price of crude oil had 
“brought about confusion in the 
world economic order." He noted 
the impact on Japan has 
been particularly heavy.

Political Meeting Opens in Algeria 


OPEC Told to Resist U.S. 'Threats’

ALGIERS, Jan. 24 ■ WP i .—The 
world's major oil-expo vting coun- 
tries opened their first high-level 
political meeting today on a de- 
fensive note, with speakers call- 
ing on the oil producers to stand 
linn in the face of what was 
deteribed as an American strategy 
of confrontation and threats.

Police said that two hijacked 
trucks believed to . be booby- 
trapped were left blocking a 
road between Londonderry and 
Belfast.

Today, bombs rocked several 
parts of Belfast in what police 
believe was a last-minute flurry 
of violence before the cease-fire 
resumes. 

Bombers struck at a Roman 
Catholic Church; two supermar- 
kets. a British Army post and on 
a busy street, causing some 
damage but no casualties. 

Hunger Strike 

In the Irish Republic, Joe 
Cahill, 54, former Belfast com- 
mander of tiie Provisional IRA 
who was released from jail today 
for reasons of health, told news- 
men that 17 Provisional IRA 
prisoners in Partlaotse maximum 
security prison have begun a 
hunger strike. Mr. Cahill said 
that they were ready to fast until 

death unless the authorities met 
a list of 18 demands. 

He said tbe demands included 
segregation from prisoners be- 
longing to tbe rival Marxist- 
oriented Official wing of the IRA 
and improved visiting, educa- 
tional and medical facilities. 

“They are prepared to go to 
tbe death if necessary," Mr. Cahill 
said. “Tbe hunger strike has al- . 
ways been our most sacred . 
weapon." 

Mr. Cahill had served 20 months 
of a three-year sentence for gun 
running. He has been suffering 
from heart disease.

First Joint Meeting 


At the meeting here, foreign 
and finance ministers of tbe 
OPEC countries, which produce 
80 per cent of the world's oil ex- 
ports. joined the oil ministers for 
the first time in an OPEC meet- 
ing. 


Their formal task is to prepare 
an agenda for a meeting of 
OPEC heads of state next month 
as a prelude to an international 
conference between oil producers 
and consumers. 

The tone of Mr. Bouteflika's 
opening speech and private com- 
ments by delegates made it clear 
that the theme of the conference 
has developed into seeking an. 
OPEC response to what the oil 
militants see as a US. attack

He also assailed "official warn- 
ings from the Western world” of 
the use of force against oil 
producers and what he termed 
the Western effort to depict 
OPEC as the “tyrants of the 
Third World." Mr. Boutefiika 
said that these were part of an 
effort to prepare world opinion 
for military measures against the 
producers. 


Emphasis on Ecumenism 


Diplomatic sources said that 
the oil producers seem to be in- 
creasingly concerned by signs 
that France and other Western 
European nations are drawing 
closer to the United States on 
energy matters and that develop- 
ing countries are also beginning 
to turn against the oil producers. 

In its reports on the conference, 
the Algerian media stressed the 
danger of a consumer bloc's being 
formed to confront OPEC.

— The 
Most Rev. Donald Coggan, a slim, 
bespectacled man of 65. struck 
three times on the door of Can- 
terbury Cathedral and was ad- 
mitted to be enthroned today as 
the 101st archbishop of Canter- 
bury. 

The theme ol Christian unity 
was emphasized at the installa- 
tion today. For the first time 
since the Reformation 400 years 
ago, the Vatican was represented 
at an enthronement, by Johannes 
Cardinal Will e bran da. head of tbe 
Secretariat for Christian Unity, 
on behalf of Pope Paul. 

Also present, in their scarlet 
robes, were Francois Cardinal 
Marty, archbishop of Paris, and 
Leo Jozef Cardinal Suenens, arch- 
bishop of Mechlin and Brussels. 

In sharp contrast were the 
black-robed patriarchs of the Or- 


thodox churches of Greece and 
Russia, sitting together with the 
moderators and leaders of Method- 
ists. Free Churches. Quakers and 
Salvationists. There were also 
bishops of the Lutheran Church 
from West Germany, Finland. 
Norway, Sweden and Denmark.

Some 
OPEC members are pushing for 
an Indexing of industrial goods 
and raw materials to protect the 
oil producers’ Income against in- 
flation. 

Diplomatic sources said that 
agreement on an agenda for a 
summit meeting would have to 
be reached here if the summit 
was to be held at all. They pre- 
dicted that a continuance of the 
Algerian line on the United States 
in tbe conference’s private ses- 
sions or in its final resolutions 
could lead strong allies of the 
United States such as Saudi 
Arabia, to back away from hold- 
ing th«» summit. For this reason, 
they expected a moderation of 
tone in the closed sessions which 
will probably deal with OPEC 
positions on. indexing, general 
principles of production and pric- 
ing levels and the recycling of 
petrodollars to Western nations 
hit hard by price rises.

House Given Bill to Prohibit 


FBI Files on Congressmen

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 'WP), — 
Rep. Robert Kastenmeier. D-Wis., 
introduced a bill yesterday that 
would outlaw compilation of gov- 
ernment files such as those main- 
tained by the FBI on the per- 
sonal lives of senators and con- 


gressmen. 

Rep. Kastenmeier. chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee’s 
Subcommittee on. the Administra- 
tion of Justice, said the bill 
would also outlaw surveillance of 
citizens unless they were the 
subjects of criminal investiga- 
tion or government job-applica- 
tion checks. 

"This fear of the government 
spy which has haunted politically 
active citizens for decades will 
no longer be tolerated by the 
American people.” he said. *T feel 
that the 94th Congress will be 
mast sympathetic to this legisla- 
tive proposal. ’’ 

Rep. Kasbenmelei introduced 
the legislation, wbicb would be 
called the Freedom from Sur- 
veillance Act. as he announced 
plans lor hearings an FBI prac- 
tices beginning Feb 6. 

FBI Director Clarence Kelley 
and Deputy Attorney General 
Laurence Silbermai will be 
among the witnesses. Rep. Kas- 
tenmeier said. Subsequent hear- 
ings. be said, will probe practices 

of other government agencies. 

Hearings on the FBI practices 


also are to be held Jan. 30 by 
the Civil and Constitutional 
Rights Subcommittee of tbe Judi- 
ciary Committee. 

Today the House Democratic 
Steering and Policy Committee 
was scheduled to meet to decide 
whether to recommend a select 
committee to probe the Central 
Intelligence Agency. FBI and 
other intelligence agencies. 

The committee would be paral- 
lel to the recently created Senate 
select committee. 

In another development. Sen. 
James Abourezk, D-SD., a mem- 
ber of the Judiciary Committee, 
said in an interview that Pres- 
ident Ford had missed the point 
of congressional concern over the 
FBI's practices. 

Mr. Ford said earlier this week 
through White House spokesman 
Ron Nessen that the President has 
been assured, and has no reason 
to doubt, tliat information on 
members of Congress is used only 
in criminal investigations or job- 
applicant checks.

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Palestinian Guerrillas Plan 
A Crackdown on Extremists

Beirut, Jan. 24 <AF).— Pales- 
tinian guerrillas have announced 
another crackdown on their ex- 
tremist fringe to avert a con- 
frontation with the Lebanese Ar- 
my and stem criticism of their 
disciplinary problems. 

The Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization claimed Wednesday that 
It had arrested five guerrilla ren- 
egades who fired rockets at the 
Lebanese Army garrison In Tyre.

Earlier, the PLO blamed the 
Marxist Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine fo r th e 
rocket attack. But a PFLP 
spokesman denied responsibility 
and claimed that his group had 
not handed over any of its mem- 
bers for disciplinary action. 

However, the PFLP has 
threatened retaliation against the 
Lebanese Army for an incident 
last week in which three of Its 
guerrillas were killed at a military 
checkpoint near the Israeli bor- 
der.

Envoy Says Iraq 
Will Give PLO 
3 Orly Terrorists 

PARIS, Jan. 24 (AP) .—Iraq is 

ready to turn over to the Palestine 

Liberation Organization the three 
terrorists who staged Sunday's 
abortive Orly Airport raid, an 
Iraqi diplomat, Afthallah Louca, 
salt* today. "It's only a question 
of time.” he declared. 

Mr. Louca said that the Boeing 
707 jet carrying the terrorists 
from France was authorized to 
land In Baghdad only because of 
a special request from the French 
government. "The crew would 
have perished if we had not 
allowed the aircraft to land,’' he 
said tn a radio Interview. 

PLO aides have condemned the 
raid as "criminal" and vowed 
that the terrorists will be "duly 
punished.’' 

PLO 'Prisoners’ Diverted 

PARIS, Jan. 24 (Reuters).— 
Egypt's President Anwar Sadat 
revealed In an Interview publish- 
ed by the newspaper Lie Figaro 
today that four Palestinian hi- 
jackers who killed a West Ger- 
man hostage aboard a British 
airliner at Tunis airport in No- 
vember are being detained in 
Libya. 

The PLO, which had con- 
demned their action, was to have 
taken them to Cairo. But Pres- 
ident Sadat said: “They are in 
Libya, where they have been 
detained since Tunisia handed 
them over to the Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization.”

The King said: "Unlike the 

last war [the 'Yam Klppur war* of 
October, 1973], the next one will 
be total. In other words, a 
catastrophe. I do not know what 
kinds of weapons will be used in 
it but I know that the two sides 
have horrible weapons. Bloodshed 
will be unprecedented and big- 
power involvement in the conflict 
cannot be ruled out even If they 
do not want it." 

Stating that no solution to the 
Middle East crisis was in sight, 
King Hussein characterized the 
present situation as “a false peace 
that Is shrinking by the hour." 

Dodges Question 

He dodged a question about 
Jordan's course in a new war. 
Noting that Jordan's military 
strength is ‘limited," be said: 
“Our role will be determined in 
the light of Jordan’s capabilities 
and resources, on the one hand, 
and its responsibilities, on the 
other." 

The King denied reports that 
he had received offers from Israel 
or the United States for a mili- 
tary disengagement on the Jor- 
danian-Israeli front. 

He said that Jordan was no 
longer qualified to negotiate for 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
of the Jordan River because of 
the decision reached by other 
Arab states at last October's Arab 
summit conference in Rabat. The 
Arab nations decided then to give 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization sole responsibility for the 
area. 

“Consequently, there has been 
no contact with any party to 
discuss any specific points and 
no plans have been presented to 
Jordan for [Israeli] withdrawal 
or disengagement of forces,” the 
King said. 

Hussein pledged complete ad- 
herence by Jordan to the Rabat 
summit decision and said that 
hi» country “will not hesitate to 
support Palestinians with all its 
strength so they can regain their 
legitimate rights In their usurped 
land." 

Guerrillas Banned 

But he ruled out any return 
to Jordan of Palestinian guer- 
rillas, saying the ban was design- 
ed “to avoid any repetition" of 
the 1970-71 Jordanlan-guerrilla 
fighting Inside Jordan. 

He also said that Jordan was 
not considering any plan to let 
the PLO engage in any political 
activity in his country beyond the 
functions of the present PLO 
office In Amman.

The latter have been attribut- 
ed to a “rejection front," formed 
by the PFLP, renegades from 
Yasrir Arafat's Fatah group and 
other extremist splinter factions 
that feel the PLO is getting soft 
and giving up Its liberation war 
against Israel in favor of defeatist 
diplomacy. 

The PLO has vowed to punish 
three renegade guerrillas who 
staged the Orly Airport attack in 
Paris during the weekend. They 
have taken refuge in Baghdad 
and it Is unlikely that the Iraqi 
government will hand them over. 

Baghdad is the headquarters of 
the “rejection front" and Its only 
known leader, a Fatah renegade, 
Ahmed Abu Nidal, has been sen- 
tenced to death in absentia by the 
PLO. 

Last November, the PLO an- 
nounced the arrest of 26 rene- 
gades, said to be connected with 
the '‘rejection front,” after five 
Palestinian gunmen hijacked a 
British airliner from Dubai to 
Tunis. 

A senior PLO informant denied 
yesterday that the 26 had been re- 
leased. He said they were still 
being held “for investigation." 

He also disclosed that Tunisia 
had quietly handed over the five 
hijackers and they have already 
been tried by a PLO revolution- 
ary court He did not say what 
punishment was decreed but dis- 
closed that the sentence “has not 
been carried out yet because we 
are waiting to catch the ring 
leaders." 

The PLO source Indicated that 
they were being held somewhere 
in Lebanon.

Ethiopia Plans

Fire Bars Copters From Mountain 

Saigon Reinforcements Are Beaten Back 


SAIGON, Jan. 24 fAP).— 
Heavy anti-aircraft fire today pre- 
vented helicopters from landing 
reinforcements for South Viet- 
namese troops battling for a 
Communist-held mountain base 
that threatens a provincial capi- 
tal 55 miles northwest of Saigon, 

Government bombers and artil- 
lery reportedly attacked North 
Vietnamese positions before the 
attempt to land more troops on 
Nui Ba Den mountain, six miles 
northeast erf Tay Ninh. But Com- 
munist fire drove back the heli- 
copters loaded with troops. 

Government farces launched an 
offensive yesterday to retake the 
base an the &300-foot mountain. 
It was lost to the North Viet- 
namese Jan. 6. Helicopters land- 
ed some troops on top of the 
mountain at the start of the 


operation but heavy fire kept 
succeeding waves from landing. 

There have been no reports of 
any helicopters being shot down. 

Tay Ninh was under sporadic 
rocket attack throughout the day 
and six persons were wounded. 
Government artillery positions 
supporting the Nui Ba Den opera- 
tion also were reported to have 
been shelled. 

Shelling in Cambodia 

In Cambodia, insurgent gun- 
ners fired 27 rockets into the 
heart of Phnom Penh and shelled 
a district town farther north, the 
high command reported today. 

The command said five 107- 
mm rockets landed on Phnom 
Penh’s populous riverside, killing 
a civilian and wounding three.

Tanaka Fine Seen 

TOKYO, Jan. 24 (WP).— For- 
mer Premier Kakuei Tanaka will 
probably be forced to pay a fine 
as a result of “minor errors” in 
income tax statements submitted 
during the last five years. Finance 
Minister Masayoshi Ohira told 
the Diet yesterday. 

Mr. Ohira, in an interim report 
on investigations into Mr. 
Tanaka’s financial dealings, said 
that “errors in compilation of 
income” a nd “discrepancies in 
interpretation between Tanaka 
aides and tax officials" had been 
discovered, but there were “no 
great errors" indicating inten- 
tional evasion of taxes. He said 
“an appropriate disposition" of 
the case is expected by the end of 
March. 

It was the first time any official 
had acknowledged that 6ome Il- 
legalities had been found in Mr. 
Tanaka's financial affairs. A 
magazine expose in October forc- 
ed the 56-year-old politician to 
resign as premier in December. 
He has retained his seat in par- 
liament but has not made any 
public appearances. 

Papal Aide Says

VATICAN CITY. Jan. 24 (Reu- 
ters i. — Legalizing abortion would 
reduce women to slavery, the 
Vatican press spokesman said in 
an article published yesterday. 

In his weekly column in the 
Vatican magazine Osservetore 
della Domenico. Federico Ales- 
sandrini said: "When people de- 
mand the ‘depenalization' of the 
suppression of life, they are 
taking a downhill road which 
leads to the most execrable ex- 
cesses." 

He added that the consequence 
of legalized abortion in several 
European countries was that 
“she the woman ‘liberated’ by 
divorce, contraception and abor- 
tion. Is rapidly led back to the 
passive and humiliating servi- 
tude of the pagan age. even if 
everything is done not to let 
her realize it and even if she 
believes the contrary." 

However, a public opinion poll 
to be published this week In the 
magazine Panorama says that 
72.5 per cent of the women in- 
terviewed were in favor of lib- 
eralizing anti-abortion laws Of 
the 1.000 women polled.

NEW YORK, Jan, 24 fNYTt. — 
Statistics indicate that the 
United States passed the peak 
of an epidemic of coronary heart 
disease that for decades claimed 
the lives of an ever-increasing 
proportion of middle-aged men, 
a leading heart expert said yes- 
terday. 

The data suggest that years of 
public health efforts to change 
the lifestyles that increase coro- 
nary risk among Americans have 
begun to pay off. 

The drop in the coronary death 
rate, first noted last year ln data 
from the 1960s, has continued 
through 1972, indicating that “the 
downtrend is real, not a statis- 
tical flake," Dr. Jeremiah Stam- 
ler, an internationally known 
cardiologist, concluded after ana- 
lyzing new government statistics. 

Death Less Likely 

In essence, the data mean that 
a man In his forties or fifties is 
less likely to die of a lieart at- 
tack than his counterpart of a 
decade ago. 

The decline in coronary deaths 
since the peak rates of the last 
decade means that “roughly 
10,000 lives are being saved each 
year among persons under age 
65.” Dr. Stamler said. 

“We’re not exactly home free 
— coronary death rates are stm 
quite high compared to 1950 — 
but it looks as if we're beginning 
to control the epidemic of • pre- 
mature heart attacks,” he added 
In an interview. Tm cautiously 
optimistic that at long last we 
are over the hump.” 

Arteries Harden 

Coronary heart disease, which 
accounts for 80 to 90 per cent cf 
total heart disease mortality in 

the Unlied StsD’-t. refers specif- 
ically to lieart disease caused by 


severe hardening— or athero- 

sclerosis— of the arteries feeding 
the heart, as distinguished from 
such diseases as rheumatic heart 
disease. It is usually manifested 
by a heart attack. 

Dr. Stamler attributed the ap- 
parent downturn ln coronary 
heart disease to significant 
changes ln the attack-inducing 
habits of Americans and, to a 
lesser extent, improved health 
care during recent decades. 

A major factor, he said, has 
undoubtedly been the decline in 
the percentage of men who smoke 
cigarettes — from a high of 69 per 
cent in 1955 to 40 per cent in 
1970. 

Another factor that Dr. Stam- 
ler cited Is the change in Amer- 
ican eating habits, with a decline 
in saturated fats from animal 
sources and an increase in poly- 
unsaturated fats from vegetable 
sources. He said that studies in- 
dicate that the average level of 
artery-clogging cholesterol found 
In middle-aged American men 
has dropped from about 240 mil- 
ligrams per 100 milliliters of 
blood in the 1950s to about 220 
.now. 



U.S. Queries 10 Gas Concerns, Napalm Use 
Sees Failure to Exploit Wells Is Reported 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 24 (AP). 
—The Interior Department yes- 
terday ordered 10 major com- 
panies that hold natural gas 
leases in the Gulf of Mexico to 
explain why they were not fully 
exploiting those leases. 

The department gave the com- 
panies 30 days to explain why the 
leases should not be put Into pro- 
duction as soon as possible. It 
threatened to revoke the leases 
if the companies refused without 
adequate justification to place 
them in production. 

Interior Secretary Rogers Mor- 
ton said that he did not feel 
that hoarding of petroleum and 
natural gas were responsible for 
the nation's energy shortoge. 
But he said that he would not 
allow “lessees to withhold their 
leases from production in hopes 
of getting a higher price at a 
later time.” 

The companies to which the 
orders were directed were Con- 
tinental Oil, Texaco, Chevron, 
Exxon. Gulf Oil, Oil and Gas 
Fut’ires, Tenneco Oil, Shell Oil 
UB.. Ocean Drilling and Ex- 
ploration Co. and Coastal States 


Gulf had a small number of wells 
that were not In production at 
this time but said all of those 
wells were shut down for legiti- 
mate reasons. 

The Gulf spokesman noted 
that the fields in question were 
leased in 1972 and said tliat Gulf 
has moved rapidly to begin oil 
and gas production from the area. 
He said that Gulf would begin 
pumping 5.000 barrels of oil a 
day from the lease in March. 

The American Petroleum Insti- 
tute. an Industry group, said that 
lt “welcomes Secretary Morton's 
request for specific information 
on why certain offshore wells are 
not currently operating. 

“We are confident that our 
member companies will provide 
factual Information promptly 
ard that it will support our con- 
tention that production of oil 
and natural gas in the Gulf of 
Mexico has not been held back 
to obtain higher prices,” an 
institute statement said.

Legal Problems 

These recommendations were 
tentatively agreed to at a meet- 
ing of the panel Monday.

Organization announced today. 
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LONDON. Jan. 24 (.UPI).— 
Four California scientists said in 
a report published today that an 
increase ln tornadoes in tlie 
United States is due in part to 
an increase in the numbers of 
cars and trucks and to the fact 
that they drive on tlie right-hand 
tide of the road. 

The report, ln the current is- 
sue of the British scientific mag- 
azine Nature, said that the 2 mil- 
lion automobiles and 600.000 
trucks on the move at any one 
time in the United States are a 
prime cause of a sharp increase 
in tornadoes during the last 50 
years. 

This, they said, is because op- 
posing streams of traffic driving 
on the right create cyclical tur- 
bulence in the atmosphere, in- 
jecting an anti-dockwis? force 
even greater than natural tor- 
nado-creating forces. Tornadoes 
build up from small whirlwinds. 

Their solution: North Ameri- 
cans and Europeans could follow 
the British lead and switch to 
driving on the left-hand tide of 
th? road. 

This would have to be balanced 
by Australia. New Zealand and 
other countries in the southern 
hemisphere, where hurricanes ro- 
tate clockwise, driving on the 
right 

The scientists are David

Jets Said to Bomb 
Rebel Supply Depots 

PIGCAWAYAN. the Philip- 
pines, Jan. 24 i AP’— Philippine 
Air Force jets dropped napalm ou 
suspected rebel supply depots on 
the island of Mindanao this week, 
a field officer said today. 

It was tbe first report that the 
government is using napalm in 
its 28 -month-old campaign 
against the Moslem rebels ln the 
southern Philippines. 

Esteban Doruelo. commander 
of home defense forces in the 
predominantly Christian town of 
Plgcawayan. said the air force 
used napalm on warehouses be- 
lieved to contain rebel supplies. 
The warehouses are north of the 
Moslem town of Tumbao. Three 
Philippine Army battalions today 
set out to attack rebels around 
Tumbao. 

CoL Rodolfo CanJaso, com- 
mander of the 3 2d Infantry Bat- 
talion, said that his troops and 
two Other battalions were mov- 
ing toward Tumbao but that the 
rebels were responding with 
heavy mortar fire. 

CoL Caniaso estimated rebel 
strength at 500 to 1,000 men. He 
said the three government bat- 
talions comprised about 2,400 
men. 

Field commanders said tlie 
rebels in the area are well equip- 
ped. They have held the marshy 
area in central Mindanao vir- 
tually uncon tested since early 
1973.

Stalemate on Soviet-U.S. Trade 


■With the 1972 Soviet- American trade 
agreement pronounced dead by both Mos- 
cow and Washington, there must begin again 
the painful and extended process of discover- 
ing whether there is a politically acceptable 
basis for expanding the two countries’ eco- 
nomic ties. The disappointing record of the 
last three years diminishes op t i m ism, hut 
the effort must be made, 11 only to ensure 
that nothing is left undone that might help 
enhance the sense of mutual self-interest 
which Is the best foundation for detente. 
Detente itself — defined broadly as an at- 
tempt to limit excesses of strategic and 
political competition — remains an imperative 
for both superpowers: Don't knock It. But 
whether It can produce more significant 
economic benefits Is unresolved. 

* * * 

In Washington and— one can guess— In 
Moscow as well, the various players are 
trying somewhat feckles&ly to avoid being 
stuck with the blame for what all of them 
accept as a setback in Soviet- American 
relations. But it is a difficult puzzle to piece 
together. Between the time in 1972 when 
the trade agreement was drafted and the 
present, the economic - political context 
changed in crucial respects. Mr. Nixon's star 
fell, and the power of the presidency dimin- 
ished. And the 1973 Mideast war and the 
oil price evolution undermined the rationale 
for American investments in Soviet energy 
projects. Presidents Nixon and Ford, and 
Mr. Brezhnev, found themselves trying to 
Implement an obsolete agreement, one that 
could not conceivably have been drafted if 
the parties had begun In 1974-75. 

On the American side, furthermore, no 
consensus was ever reached on what the 
country’s objectives in trade with Moscow 
should be. Indeed, deep differences remained 
between Secretary of State Kissinger, who 
sees trade as a political building block; Sen. 
Henry Jackson. D-Wash„ who sees trade as 
a political lever; George Meany, who sees 
trade as ( among other things) an economic 
menace; and the American multinationals, 
who see it as an economic boon. These dif- 
ferences have only been sharpened by the 
personal and institutional conflicts between, 
in particular, Mr. Kissinger and Sen. Jackson. 

On the Soviet side, there seems to be a 
continuing argument about the value of 


trying to do anything more in trade with 
the United States than to pick off targets 
of economic opportunity, such as grain in 
years of bad Russian harvests. At one point, 
the Kremlin appeared ready to live with the 
Kissinger -Jackson “understanding” on Jew- 
ish emigration as the necessary condition 
that would allow the President to certify 
Moscow's eligibility for tariff equality and 
continued credits. But by the end, the 
Kremlin seemed to change. It took the view, 
in effect, that the “understanding” elimi- 
nated the need for any legislative reference 
(the Jackson Amendment) to emigrate at 
all. The extent to which Mr. Brezhnev's 
health and power may recently have slipped 
is a vital, if obscure, consideration here. 

So the situation Is, though not desperate, 
grim. The Russians have not gotten tariff 
equality, since the trade bill ties credits as 
well as tariffs to emigration, they have ap- 
parently lost the access to credits they 
previously enjoyed — this would seem to moot, 
for the time being, the Stevenson amend- 
ment which requires the President to seek 
congressional approval before granting Mos- 
cow credits above certain levels. The “un- 
derstanding” on emigration Is empty, leav- 
ing the future of emigration more uncertain 
than ever. The stock of the Brezhnev- 
detente faction in the Kremlin may have 
gone down. The capacity of the United 
States to move forward in Its relations with 
the Russians has shrank. 

* * * 

This is a time, then, to face hard thoughts. 
The Russians have to understand that their 
political behavior across the board influences 
the terms on which Americans wish to con- 
sider trade. For different Americans there 
are different lessons. The executive branch 
must consult more closely with the Congress 
to understand its primarily economic mis- 
givings on trade. The Congress must show 
more respect for the executive’s purposes in 
dealing with the Kremlin, especially the 
need to nourish the Kremlin consensus on 
which other aspects of detente rest. These 
are. of course, tall orders, not soon or easily 
filled. In the meantime, the stalemate on 
trade must not be allowed on either side to 
interfere with efforts to soften political dif- 
ferences and to control strategic arms.

MIRY Madness 


Defense Secretary Schleslnger's announce- 
ment that Moscow has begun to deploy the 
first of its new MIRV multiple warhead mis- 
siles opens a dangerous new stage In the 
Soviet-American strategic arms race— one 
that the Ford-Brezhnev Vladivostok accords 
will not constrain. 

Those accords permit the Soviet Union to 
replace up to 1.320 of its single-warhead 
ICBMs (intercontinental ballistic missiles) 
with bigger, more accurate MIRV missiles 
[(multiple independently - targeted re-entry 
vehicles) carrying an estimated 6,700 hydro- 
gen warheads. One-third of that number 
could destroy the bulk of the American silo- 
based ICBM force in a preemptive “first 
strike,” leaving two-thirds of the Russian 
missiles still in their underground silos to 
deter American retaliation against Soviet 
cities. 

Mr. Schlesinger made It clear last week 
that the Pentagon will want to “match” this 
first-strike capacity, which neither side now 
possesses, If the pace of the new Soviet 
effort indicates that the new missiles are 
being “massively deployed." Such a first- 
strike capability on both sides would assure 
what is known as "crisis instability." a situa- 
tion in which fear that the other side might 
shoot first during a crisis could trigger a 
nuclear attack. 

This nightmarish situation could still be 
headed off if the pace of Soviet MIRV de- 
ployment were slowed and the MIRV ceilings 
In the Vladivostok accords negotiated down 
for both sides to the number and types the 
United States now has deployed— 800 MIRV 
missiles, half of them at sea. There is no 


conceivable reason — except the futile pursuit 
of strategic superiority — why either super- 
power should reject such a solution. 

President Ford and Secretary Schlesinger 
have warned the Russians that haste in 
building up to the Vladivostok ceilings would 
bring a further American buildup, not only 
in numbers but through plans to replace 
every MIRV missile in the American inven- 
tory with a bigger, more accurate model. 

What is needed Is the obverse of those 
threats, an offer to stop where we are. Sus- 
pension or slowdown of huge nuclear bomber, 
submarine and missile programs would be a 
small price to pay if Moscow slowed MIRV 
deployment to provide time for negotiations 
of a reduced MIRV ceiling. 

A new Senate resolution introduced by 
Sens. Kennedy, Mondale and Mathias— which 
Secretary of State Kissinger has welcomed — 
calls on the administration to seek a Soviet 
commitment to an Immediate negotiation for 
missile reductions while also exploring the 
possibility of mutual Soviet- American re- 
straint in missile testing and deployment. 
Without that effort. Senate ratification of 
the Vladivostok accords Is likely to encounter 
difficulty. For the Vladivostok accords 
themselves set such high ceilings that they 
are of value primarily as a prelude to further 
negotiations. 

Unless discussion is opened soon on con- 
straints for the dangerous nuclear arms 
buildups that the military on both sides 
have planned for the next six to eight years, 
the possibility of effective arms control will 
be hopelessly compromised.

German Students Back to the Old Grind 


BONN, Jan. 24 <AP).— 1 The 
student protest movement Is dy- 
ing at West Germany’s crowded 
universities. Even militants are 
too busy struggling for classroom 
seats and fretting about grades 
and Jobs. 

Two years ago. hundreds of 
leftist students stormed Bonn's 
city h&n, smashing furniture and 
looting official tiles, to protest 
a visit by South Vietnam’s Pres- 
ident Nguyen Van Thien. Last 
January, 40,000 students massed 
here to demand higher govern- 
ment subsidies. 


Enrollment at West Germany's 
three dozen universities and £00 
colleges of teaching, technology 
and other professions hi- 780.000 
this year, including 37 13 00 for- 
eigners, more than double the 
number of students in 1965.

classes. The ratio in psychology 
is 6 to Z. in architecture 4 to 1. 
in biology 2 to L 
Waiting periods of five years 
are common for students passed 
over in the initial selection. Most 
“park" themselves in second- 
choice majors- while they wait. 
This ties up classroom seats. 


Militants and moderates are 
now linked In opposition to a 
university reform bill under de- 
bate in the West German parlia- 
ment.

Austria's Opposition

"The food’s cheap but the quality 
Isn't great." 

"Student life here Is much less 
organized than In America, but 
the campus is mare active polit- 
ically. Rather like U-S. schools 
in the 1960s," he said. 

West Germany's university stu- 
dents are the top of the educa- 
tional pyramid, holders of the 
coveted high school "abitur” dip- 
loma that alone qualifies them 
for study. 

They are survivors of a selec- 
tion system that starts at qge 10 
when grade-school children are 
tasted and Tunneled into atau-st 
irrevocable study channels — the 
best to university prep schools. 


Lost Funds, Bad Checks 
Portions of grants that the 
Institute for Educational Devel- 
opment received from the Exxon 
Education Foundation, the Rich- 
ard BL Mellon Foundation and 
the Swiss-based Rothschild Foun- 
dation are unaccounted for, and 
checks paying consultants in 
grant-sponsored projects have 
bounced. 

Among the consultants who 
found that checks reimbursing 
them for honorariums and ex- 
penses were worthless are Dr. 
Mary Bunting, a former presi- 
dent of Radcliffe College; Ralph 
Dungan, New Jersey’s chancellor 
of higher education, and David 1 
Sweet, president of Minnesota 
Metropolitan State College. 

The Educational Testing Ser- 
vice, which had control of the 
Institute for Educational Devel- 
opment since its creation In 1965, 
turned over control to the 
Lowthers in March on the prom- 
ise that a Lowther family 
charity, the Phillips Research 
Foundation, would support the 
institution's budget. The Educa- 
tional Testing Service says that 
it stand, in lose $170,000 in loans 
that were personally guaranteed 
by Lowther. 

Most of the financial misman- 
agement began to come to light 
after it was revealed last month, 
in connection with Prescott Col- 
lege's problems, that Lowther had 
twice been convicted of securi- 
ties fraud and was put on proba- 
tion in 1970 after serving six 
months in prison.

LONDON. Jan. 24 l API.— Run- 
away British lawmaker John

LOS ANGELES. Jan. 24.— Larry 
Fine, 73, the frizzy-haired mem- 
ber of the Three Stooges comedy 
team, died here today. 

In 1971 he was partly paralyzed 
by a series of strokes. Although 
confined to a wheelchair, he re- 
mained active and often visited 
schools to show bis Aims. 

The slapstick team of tbe 
Three Stooges made 218 movie 
short subjects during 34 yeirs at 
Columbia Pictures. The shorts, 
originally shown during the late 
1930s, the 1940s and the 1950s, 
later were re-released on televi- 
sion, where many are still popu- 
lar today. 

The Three Stooges also made 
same full-length movies but none 
managed to sustain the physical 
comedy that marked their vir- 
tually plotless short subjects. In 
these 10-minute exercises in may- 
hem, the Stooges usually appear- 
ed as house painters, plumbers, 
bakers or construction workers, 
occupations that gave them an 
excuse to wield tbe heavy tool3 
that they then dropped on one 
another's feet and fingers and to 
walk through rooms with the 
ladders or boards that inevitably 
were swiveled to clout somebody 
on the back of the head. 

Each offense brought immedi- 
ate retribution— a twisted nose

or ear. a gouged eye. a pie or 
paint brush in the face and their 
speciality, a '■stooge,” a slap on 
the forehead with tbe gesture 
usually used to push op=n a door. 
At one point, “stooging” became 
co prevalent among children that 
medical authorities warned 
against the practice, fearing brain 
damage. 

The Stooge against whom most- 
of the assault was directed was 
Mr. Fine, known as Larry, who 
originally teamed with Moe 
Howard — tbe one with the Lord 
Fauntleroy hairdo and tbe only 
Stooge still alive — and Mr. 
Howard's brother Jerry, known 
as Curly because be was bald.

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Alan Stivell— Getting Across 
The Celtic Message in Song 

By Jack Monet 


JazL 24 (1ST).— Alan 
Stivell, Pied Piper of tbe 
Breton cultural renaissance,, has 
been around— wherever. In fact, 
Celts live. That covers a lot of 
ground, from Brittany to the 
Hebrides, across tbe Irish Sea to 
Dublin and across the Atlantic 
to Montreal, Boston and New 
York. 

With each tour, he has had 
Increasing success. But his con- 
secration as a pop musician has 
come thi month at the Palais 
des Sports in Paris, where he 
lias been f ining 4,700 seats night- 
ly In a 12-concert stand that ends 
Sunday. 

Mr. Stivell, 31, can recall less 
heady days. In conversation, he 
repeatedly refers to the “ridicule," 
“scam,'* "mocking." and "deri- 
sion” once directed at him when 
he played his Breton music. 

“In the early 19603,” Mr. Stivell 
recalled, “I occasionally played a 
few songs on the Celtic harp or 
bagpipes at bals bretons in Paris. 
When I finished, the audience 
would double up In laughter and 
go back to their cha cha cha.” 

Spontaneous Jigs 

In his concerts now, whether 
at the Palais des Sports or at 
Hunter College, N.Y„ many in 
the audience rise spontaneously 
and Jig In front of the bandstand 
or snake dance through the aisles. 

A great boost in his career oc- 
curred at, of all places, the Amer- 
ican Center for Students and 
Artists in Montparnasse. After 
years of playing instruments 
alone, he made his debut as a 
singer at "hootenannies” at the 
center in early 1966. 

It was the period when Anglo- 
Saxon singers had arrived in 
France— Bob Dylan, Joan Baez, 
the Beatles and the Shadows. 
Mr. Stivell hitched his harp to 
the bandwagon, sin g in g in English

(in which he is fluent) Joan Baez 
songs based on Scottish or Irish 
ballads, then following up with 
what he calls his “touch of peda- 
gogy.” a song in Breton, Welsh 
or Gaelic to show the relation- 
ship between many Celtic meIo>- 
dles and American folksongs. 

The favorable reception of the 
Ame rican center's audience en- 
couraged him and confirmed h% 
ambition to be a Breton singer. 

In the years since then, musical 
and political trends — rock and 
regionalism — h a v e undoubtedly 
helped put over his style. He has 
gradually added friends from 
Brittany to his group, until it 
now Includes about a dozen mem- 
bers — playing bagpipes, fiddle, 
dulcimer, electric guitar, electric 
bass guitar, drums, electric or- 
gan, Irish tin whistle. 

The group's repertoire at the 
Palais des Sports Is varied. At 
times, Mr. Stivell, his youthful 
pink face enveloped in a black 
beard and long hair, stands at 
the microphone, arms folded, and 
chants a Breton ballad of love 
or rebellion (against Paris'. In 
other pieces, there Is a great 
swirling flow of “Celtic Rock”— 
bagpipes, harp, fiddle blended 
with the drams and electronic 
Instruments. Very few theatrics. 

Mr. Stivell has been criticized 
by Breton folk purists. Els re- 
sponse is: “To a pop musician, 
not a museum curator. I want 
to make the people of the world 
aware that Celtic music and 
Celtic civilization exist and at 
the same time create a music 
expressing a new Brittany, a new 
Celtic society.”

Treasure-Hunting at Run-of-the-Mill Sales

lectont who do not have more 
than 15,000 francs to spend on a 
work of art would have- been in 
their element this week at the 
HOtel Drouot if they had known' 
about Antoine Picard's sale of 
“modem” masters. Few did. -It 
was another sale far the ha-. 
bJtufis. ■ ■. 

Included was the usual nuujs 
of works by obscure 18 th-century 
artists— Hector Leroux, Adolphe- 
Felix Cals, Henrietta Ronner. But 
some more illustrious names ap- 
peared in the catalogue: Picasso 
and Signac. Why, one might 
wonder, would work by such 
artists be included! in this kind 
of sale? But that, precisely, Is 
what makes auctions interesting. 

The Picasso was a very modest 
one— a red-pencil drawing (51 by 
38 centimeters) of flowers. The 
child-like style indicates that 
Picasso had done it to give away 
as a souvenir. But it was con- 
vincing enough to fetch 13,650 
francs. 

Much better, in comparison, 
was the Paul Signac watercolor 
of a boat In the Marseilles harbor. 
Signed and dated 1912 and mea- 
suring 19 by 24 centimeters, ’it 
made 7,500 francs. Any col- 
lector or curator of a museum 
prints- and-dra wings department 
might have' considered it seri- 
ously. 

Other Artists 

Works of famous artists aside, 
such auctions are interesting be- 
cause drawings and paintings by 
people known primarily to spe- 
cialists turn up. 

A good example Wednesday 
was an outstanding drawing 
(33 by 28 centimeters) by Th€o- 
phlle Alexandre Steinlen (1853- 
1923). The experts called it 
"Paysage d’AlcooL" It showed 
men in bowler hats drinking at 
a bar. Something about It was 
reminiscent of Toulouse-Lautrec — 
the hnruhTifisg, the quick expres- 
sive strokes. It was bought in at 
2,550 francs— the seller probably 
expected well over 3.000 francs. 
But bidding at such sales is sel- 
dom enthusiastic. 

To my mind the real attraction 
of these auctions lies elsewhere. 
There are several artists of 
genuine talent whose work is not 
to be seen with ease anywhere. 
Every week, one or two paint- 
ings or drawings that fall into 
this category turn up— and sell 
for Just about what they have 


been wmirtrip the past 50 
years, in . terms of purchasi n g 
power of the franc. 

For. tostaoo^ an extremely fine 
landscape (93 by 120 ce ntim eters) 
by Jean d’Alhetm came up Wed- 
nesday. ..Called an ‘‘Allegory'' In 
the catalogue, the work showed, 
in the. foreground, a rocky beac h , 
with tiny figures looking toward 
: a gathering storm on the horizon. . 
The scene bad a dramatic, tense 
feeling that made it worthy of 
any good collection of romantic 
painting. 

Many of Alheim’s landscapes, 
were - painted on tbe Provencal 
beaches. Although the artist was 
bora in Russia; and was closely 
i|nirpi^ with German romanticism, 1 
he spent most of his adult life 
In France where he died in 2894. 

The painting sold on Wednes- 
day for 1,620 francs, which might 
seem low. In fact, it Is Just 
about what one would expect. 
Like all artists whose work is 
too widely scattered to be studied 
conveniently and too rarely seen at . 
auction to fall Into an established 
price range, ATheim has never en- 
joyed commercial popularity. If 
you want to study his paintings, 
you must go ■ to B&ders, Nice, 
Roanne and Troyes where each 
local museum has one landscape 
In its collection. 

Another rarity at the auction 
was a series of eight pen draw- 
ings, heightened with gouache, by 
Jacques Alphonse Teatard. Bom 
in 1810 (the date of his death 
lias not been established), the 
artist was a draftsman with a 
genuine love for the Parisian 
scene. His brush work combines 
precision and a lightness of touch 
that remotely echo the work of 
the 18th-century town sca.pt st Bl- 
blenne. The eight drawings sold 
Wednesday were views of build- 
ings, most of them gone now, 
and carried dates ranging from 
1335 to 183T. 

Not only were they charming, 
but they hart immense 

documentary value for the history 
of Parisian, architecture. They 
made 5,220 francs. Again this is 
not a very high price but about 
the most that the seller could 
have hoped far. In 1926, 56 
aquatints and watercolors were , 
sold in Paris for 20,100 francs. 
That more or less matches Wed- 
nesday’s" unit price. AThiHm had. 
apparently escaped speculation 
and his wort: shows a rare com- 
mercial stability, impressive testi- 
mony to the permanence of cer- 
tain tastes. 

The case of Henry Somm Is

dies, his work sells very cheaply, 
for the aesthetic' trend .that he 
represented bat fallen from favor.

Wednesday a charming water- 
color sketch. "La Parislenne" (15 5 
by 20A centimeters), made .1.500 
francs. Still inexpensive by. 
present standards,, tbe price -is 60 
per cent over tbe post-war level. 

'The viwng prices for Somm ‘a 
works— whenever they turn up — " 
reflect the growing interest in 
humoristic art.

3 U.S. Experts Urge Big Economic Boost 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP- 
DJ)/— 1 Three prominent econo- 
mists, of thwn a part-time 
adviser to the Ford administra- 
tion, yesterday urged Congress to 
vote more stimulus to the econ- 
omy than President Ford's pro- 
posed one-year tax rebate. 

The three, to varying degrees, 
also minimized the dangers to 
the economy posed by federal 
budget deficits that Mr. Ford 
and his Treasury secretary have 
called ‘horrifying.” And they told 
the congressional Joint Economic 
Committee that fears about the 
Impact on financial markets of 
large amounts of Treasury bor- 
rowing are largely unfounded. 

Paul McCracken, a University 
of Michigan professor and senior 
consultant to the Treasury secre- 
tary, said he would have “no 


serious problem with a magnitude 
of fi.wfti stimulus somewhat larger 
than the President proposed.” and 
added that he would prefer a 
permanent tax reduction. 

Prof. McCracken, who was 
chairman of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers during Richard 
Nixon’s first term as president, 
joined two Democratic econo- 
mists, Gardner Ackley and 
Charles Schultze. in favoring a 
permanent reduction in individ- 
ual income taxes of $10 billion 
to $12 billion a year. 

That would be in addition to 
the $12 billion in Individual in- 


Currently. “the deficit is too 
small,” Mr. Ackley declared, add- 
ing “that is why we need a large 
tax cut.” 

While he favors a “strongly 
^*T par>■rfr>r^?^r y ,|, monetary policy, 
Mr. Ackley contended that even 
with a neutral monetary policy, 
“there should be no significant 
problem in marksting the federal 
securities necessary to cover pro- 
spective deficits, and at Interest 
rates lower than now.” That is 
because private borrowing is ex- 
pected to be “exceedingly weak,” 
he said.

- -Iraq now. expects to produce 
no more than 4 million barrels 
dally by 1980-81 unless circum- 
stances change, the magazine 
reports from Baghdad. 

Previous disclosures of targets 
far greatly expanded production 
capacity of some 55 to 6 million 
barrels daily by 1981 had been 
taken to mean that such output 


was expected. Now this seems 
not so. 

Iraq's seif-described “indepen- 
dent policy” was sketched in 
wide-ranging remarks to PIW in 
Baghdad by the new oil minister, 
Tayeh Abdel -Karim, and by Ad- 
nan Hamdani. secretary general 
of the powerful fallow-up com- 
mittee, and other top officials. 

An unpublished government 
decision in raid-1974 lowered ac- 
tual production expectations to 
some 200 million tons a year 
(4 million barrels daily). However, 
various programs of capacity ex- 
pansion— largely pipelines and 
terminals— ore being maintained 
unchanged at a high level, giv- 
ing the country “flexibility” and 
"security,” according to the top 
officials. 

■ By all odds, that would still 
be a healthy boost. In compari- 
son. overall output averaged 
somewhat over 1.8 million bar* 
rels daily in 1974 mainly due 
to the marketing slack. 

By the end of 1975. capacity 
should reach around 25 to 3 mil- 
lion barrels daily. The big orig- 
inal boost was set to compensate 
for more than a decade of limit- 
ed growth during travails with 
the fanner Iraq Petroleum Co. 
(IPCj, prior to IPCs 1973 na- 
tionalisation.

that brought the cumulative con- 
traction in such business loans 
since Jan. 1 to more than $15 
billion. 

In contrast to earlier figures, 
the drop in business loans was 
accompanied by a $294-mDIion 
decrease in the volume of out- 
standing commercial paper, an 
alternative source for borrowed 
funds. 

Credit market analysts TyiH 
cautioned against emphasizing 
too strongly the $5 00-million drop 
in bank leans in the week ended 
Jan. 15, for commercial paper 
volume had mushroomed by 
$3.49 billion. The changes were 
thought to reflect more a shift 
toward lower-cost loans than an 
underlying decline in loan 
demand. 

To offset the downturn in the 
economy, many observers have 
urged the Federal Reserve to get 
the money supply growing faster. 
In the week ended Jan. 15, the 
most recent date for which fig- 
ures are available, the money 
supply averaged $3815 billion, up 
$100 million from the preceding 
week. 

This total for money— all the 

checking account b alan ces in 
banks plus currency in the hands 
of the public— has been growing 
at an annual rate of little more 
than 4 per cent 

Since last June; its g r ow t h 
has been even slower. In no 
contrast to Its $281 .6 -billion level 
in mid- January, the money 
supply in the week ended June 
19. 1974, was exactly the same. 

With the drop in demand for 
borrowed funds, Interest rates 
tumbled during the banking 
week. The average interest rate 
on dealer-placed commercial pa- 
per maturing m 90 to 119 days 
declined 50 basis points to 731 
per cent from 7.73 per cent a 
week ago.

Quick Action Needed 

All three economists agreed on 
the need for fast congressional 
action on a tax rebate or cut and 
on the importance of an easing 
of monetary policy by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board.

DETROIT, Jan. 24 (AP).— The 
depressed auto industry reported 
a significant rise in car sales 
during mid-January as cash re- 
bates on selected new models 
helped to lure customers. But em- 
ployment in the industry remain- 
ed down. 

Deliveries In the period from 
Jan. 11 to 20 increased 41 per cent 
from the exceptionally low levels 
of early January. They trailed 
year-earlier levels by 15 per cent 
and were the lowest for a mid- 
January since 1961. 

‘The rebates have just return- 
ed the industry to- an average 
position considering the recession,” 
said one industry analyst. 

There is still a record 100-day 
supply of unsold models in dealer 
hands, and the auto companies 
have 11 plants shut and 228,000 
of their 685,000 hourly workers cn 
layoff thi3 week. There were new 
announcements of layoffs by 
Chrysler and American Motors, 
although Chrysler and General 


Motors will have fewer workers 
off the job next week. 

Auto executives said that the 
companies’ recen. offers of re- 
bates apparently spurred sales in 
mid-January. They said models 
covered by the discounts of $200 
to $600 showed the biggest gain. 

Deliveries of 131,132 cars com- 
pared with 155.004 from Jan. 11 
*■» 20. 1974, and 93,235 in early 
January, when sales were at the 
lowest level ever recorded for the 
period. 

Sales by Chrysler, the first to 
announce the rebates, were up 89 
per cent from early January, but 
down 8 per cent from a year ago; 
General Motors reported a 54- 
per-cent gain over the last period 
hut a 7 per cent drop from the 
year before; Ford said sales were 
up 12 per cent from early January 
but down 25 per cent from last 
year, and American Motors' sales 
rose 35 per cent from the previous 
period but trailed year-earlier 
levels by 46 per cent. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 24 (NYT). 
— The New York Times announc- 
ed yesterday a plan to develop 
an offset printing plant in Carl- 
stadt, NJ. 

The plant, which is scheduled 
to be in full operation by early 
1978, will involve a capital in- 
vestment Of $35 tnllHrm.

THE LIFE OF EMILY D 1 CKUSSON 

By Richard B. Bewail. Farrar. Straus and Giroux. 
821 pp. Two volumes. Illustrated. $3Q.

S HE has come down bo most 
of us in cameo: an antic 
portrait engraved, in layered myth 
—Ophelia gathering her posies 
against a foreground of menac- 
ing fathers, spurring lovers and 
death’s-heads. We have read her 
in the high school anthologies 
and come to think of her as a 
charming oddity — the pithy sen- 
timentalist of birdsong and dew, 
the composer of such faintly 
cosy-cute lines as *Tm nooody! 
Who are you?/ Are you— nobody 
—too?” But now. in his massively 
detailed, two-volume The Life of 
Emily Dickinson,” Richard 3. 
Sewall has applied the hammer 
of scrupulous scholarship to the 
cameo. And when he is finished, 
we are left with almost nothing 
but pieces. The pieces are often 
fascinating. There are. for ex- 
ample, the chapters devoted to 
the people around Emily 
Dickinson— her grandfather, fa- 
ther, mother, brother, sister, 
sister-in-law and posthumous 
editor; solid c itize ns of Amherst, 
Mass., all— which Sewall has 
gathered in a separate volume in 
the hope of first revealing his 
subject "in the large.” because 
"only the Tealest' context will ant 
the purpose for this perennially 
•unreal’ figure.” Though this 
may strike us as one of the 
longest exercises in throat-clear- 
ing ever undertaken, it is never- 
theless impressive for the way 
these introductory chapters inter- 
lock. When we eventually glimpse 
the truth behind the unhappiness 
of Emily’s brother, Austin, it 
doesn't strike us as mere gossip; 
it is as if we had penetrated the 
dark interior of an entire society. 

Then there are Sewall’s foot- 
notes, which, while they some- 
times bake up as much as two- 
thirds of a page and often make 
an already unwieldy narrative 
seem even more so, they never- 
theless contain some of the book's 
most interesting material It is 
here, for Instance, that Sewall 
speculates that it was lighting 
conditions "during the era of 
candles kerosene'’ that focus- 
ed family activities in one or two 
rooms, and thus perhaps fore- 
stalled the growth of the genera- 
tion gap; it is here that he sum- 
marizes many of the earlier at- 
tempts to explain the Emily 
Dickinson “mystery.” 

It is here that be offers some 
or the liveliest anecdotal material. 
And it is here that he sometimes 
punctures most effectively the 
myth of Dickinson's other- 
world] iness, as for i n st anc e when 
he gives us newspaper editor 
Samuel Bowles’s reaction to a line 
of her poem about a snake— “He 
likes a boggy acre — /A floor too 
cool for com” — to wit, “How did 
that girl ever know that a boggy 
field wasn't good for com?" 

But where does all this leave 
Ufe so far as the “real'’ Emily 


Dickinson is concerned? It leaves 
us with almost nothing. For when 
all is said and done, Sewall has 
rejected all psychoanalytic inter- 
pretations, on the ground that 
the factual context must be 
broadened before any convincing 
theories can be mounted. He has 
shown us that if Miss Dickinson’s 
father was tyrannical, she was 
still quite capable of sta n d ing up 
to him ; that if she was disap- 
pointed in love, she was never 
so heartbroken that she wasn't 
able to fall in love again, and 
that if her nervous system ever 
broke down. It never prevented 
her from writing with perfect 
aesthetic control about that break- 
down. By the end, all easy con- 
clusions have been dispelled, and 
paradox is in command once 
again. Indeed it is almost an cn- 
biograpby that Sewall has writ- 
ten. 

And perhaps it is just as welL 
For though when the cameo is 
smashed we are left with almost 
nothing in the way of a portrait, 
what little that does remain is 
far more precious th a n the 
legend. Instead of a literary 
mutation, we are shown a poet 
who "can no longer be regarded, 
for all her withdrawn ways, r.i 
working 1 in grand isolation, all 
uniqueness and originality,” and 
who will be judged in another 
decade to be one of America's 
■■two seminal poets” Utae other 
being Whitman). Instead of the 
poet who wrote Valentines to bees 
and death, we are shown a master 
of “the creative principles operat- 
ing in the English language. v 
Instead of a detailed myth, we 
are shown a sliver of reality. And 
at the very least, the way now 
seems dear for future scholars to 
enrich that reality.

For French , Prix d 9 Americans

PARIS, Jan. 24 (IHT). — It is 
a tierce race and that is enough 
to draw the attention of the 
French. The outcome of a rich 
national lottery also depends on 
how the race is run and. for the 
first time, the French trotting 
society is putting up more than 
1.000.000 francs ($231,000) in 
purse money. France has always 
had a bundle riding on the Prix 
d'Amerique and. this year, the 
trot has an added value for the 
French: pride. 

On Sunday at the Vincennes 
rare track there will he 16 
French-bred trotters and two for- 
eigners chasing the richest purse 
in the trotting world. The first 
to tbe finish line will reward his 
owner and driver with a total of 
more than 540.000 francs. 

There are no hot. nor luke- 
warm. nor sentimental betting 
favorites In this year's presti- 
gious classic. For the lost seven 
Januarys. the French have shown 
tlieir faith in Une de Mai, and 
each time the now-retired mare 
emptied pocketbooks.

— A 
federal official said yesterday that 
a full-scale investigation Is war- 
ranted into a 19-year-old wo- 
man’s story— which she later 
denied — that she delivered drugs 
to some professional athletes.
